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HIGH RETAIL SALES OF 


ALES by large-scale retailers in November reached a value 
higher than in any previous month of 1948 and more than 10 per 
cent, above the average for the previous 12 months. The higher 
activity was mostly in the apparel section and among the other non- 
food merchandise items for which separate index numbers are not 
prepared, but which include books, fancy goods, toys, etc. Non- 
food sales as a whole were 8 per cent. higher than in October, the 
ts in the regions varying from 3 per cent. in Scotland to 16 per 
cent. in Suburban London. Compared with November 1947 food 
ales were up in value by 10 per cent. and all others by 5 per cent. 
he movement in the non-food index was due almost entirely to 
increases in the apparel groups where prices have moved up most 
teeply during the year. 


ise in Apparel Sales Continued 


Apparel sales in November were 3 per cent. above the high 
Uctober figure and 15 per cent. above the peak recorded in November 
%#7. Only in Scotland was there a fall compared with the previous 
month and in Suburban London the rise was as much as 15 per cent. 

ompared with the average for the previous twelve months sales in 
Scotland rose least (11 per cent.), while in the two London areas the 
increases were over 40 per cent. The value of men’s and boys’ wear 
increased most, rising by 8 per cent. compared with October and by 
more than a quarter compared with November 1947. Women’s 

Wear sales were up by 4 per cent. over the month and more than a 
tenth over the year; for footwear there was little change from 
October but sales were a sixth higher than a year earlier. 
Considerable price rises have occurred in all apparel groups during 
the last year and it is necessary to remember that the turnover figures 
from which the movements are calculated do not reflect correspond- 
ing changes in the volume of goods sold. 
_ All sub-categories of women’s wear showed higher sales by value 
in November than a year earlier and among the areas there were few 
declines but considerable variation. Sales of outerwear were up on 
average by 7 per cent. (the lowest increase for 6 months), with a rise 
in Suburban London of 23 per cent. Underwear sales, continuing

their recent expansion, were up by over 20 per cent. and sales of 
stockings by 17 percent. Sales of girls’ and children’s wear were, as 
last month, up by 14 per cent. while those of millinery and dress 
materials rose by 3 and 5 per cent. respectively. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were up 26 per cent. and for the 
first ten months of the trading year the rise was over 30 per cent. 
The increases in November ranged for the areas from 10 per cent. in 
Central London to over a third in Suburban London. 

Footwear sales were 16 per cent. higher by value than in November 
1947, the smallest proportionate increase for over a year with the 
exception of April last. For the trading year to the end of November 
the increase was over a quarter. 


Higher Value of Apparel Stocks 


Stocks rose over the month in all apparel sections and, compared 
with a year earlier, they were nearly a sixth higher. Stocks of 
women’s wear at the end of November were, however, nearly 10 per 
cent. lower than a year earlier. The main fall occurred in women’s 
outerwear where the drop was 23 per cent., but girls’ and children’s 
wear and millinery were also down, by 4 and 9 per cent. respectively. 
The only appreciable increase was in women’s hose (18 per cent.). 

Stocks of men’s wear were 23 per cent. higher compared with a 
year earlier, and footwear stocks had risen 46 per cent. 


Declines Compared with 1947 


Sales of other non-food goods were almost without exception lower 
than in November 1947 when the autumn budget and early 
Christmas buying were important. The 1948 figures, bearing in 
mind price changes, indicate a greater emphasis on clothing goods 
than in the previous year, but with Christmas buying starting late, 
the December figures may alter this picture. 

Sales of household goods were 5 per cent. lower in November than 
a year earlier although little changed from October. Of the two 
sections sales by furnishing departments continued to be relatively 
better than hardware sales. For furnishings there was a slight ris2 
from October and a fall of less than 2 per cent. from November 1947 
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(though only the South of England and the London areas rted 
falls), while for hardware there was no change from October and a dro 
of more than 10 per cent. compared with a year earlier with falls 
allareas. For household goods as a whole no area showed a Change of 
more than 5 per cent. from October and compared with the aye 
for the preceding twelve months the rises in all areas were very closely 
grouped between 11 and 17 per cent. with the exception of the Sout) 
of England where the increase was little over 1 per cent. 

Individual comparisons cannot be made with October for th 
remaining groups of non-food merchandise but, in total, sales of thes 
were evidently much higher in November, since the total non-food 
index rose more than apparel or household goods. With the exception 
of sports goods and miscellaneous (mainly coal) sales in Novembe, 
1948 were lower than in November of 1947. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings at the end of November wer 
7 per cent. higher than a year earlier, but hardware, etc., was down 
by 3 per cent. 


Miscellaneous 


The remaining groups afford comparisons only with November 
1947. As already noted the predominant movement in the value of 
sales was downwards, not only in total, but also in the areas, The 
value of sales of sports goods was up by 6 per cent. and of miscellaneous 
goods by 5 per cent. Falls in the other groups ranged from a fractional 
one in the case of books and stationery to 16 per cent. for jewellery and 
fancy goods. For the trading year to date only musical instruments 
and books showed falls and these were small (2 per cent.). 


Stock comparisons with November 1947 gave varied results. Thos 
of musical instruments and music were up by value by over 15 per 
cent. and stocks of jewellery, etc., were down by 13 per cent.

Rise in Food Sales 


Food sales were slightly higher than in October, but a substantial 
increase occurred only in Central London where the index (rather 
overweighted by cafe sales) rose by 12 per cent. ‘Total retail sales 
were 4} per cent. up by value compared with October. Suburban 
London reported a rise of over 10 per cent. and there was no change in 
Scotland ; the other areas showed rises near to the average. 


Compared with a year earlier food sales were up in total by 10 per 
cent. with changes in the areas ranging from 7 per cent. in Scotland, 
the North West and Central London to 124 per cent. in the Midlands 
and South Wales. Among the categories the biggest rises occurred 
in fresh milk (up by 23 per cent.), followed by wines and spirits (up by 
19 per cent.). Fish and poultry sales were down by 5 per cent. and 
sales of sweets and chocolate by 2 per cent. 


Stocks of food were 26 per cent. higher by value at the end of 
November than a year earlier. 


Notes 


Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of the Board 
of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947. In all cases, the figures in this article 
are based on value and they are affected by rising prices and the incidence of 
purchase tax. 

Sales figures are based on a larger and more representative panel than 
stocks, since many firms are unable to give monthly the value of their stocks. 

The value of sales of food and perishables amounted in November 
53 per cent. of total sales. 

Clothing coupons taken by shops reporting this information were 38 ptt 
cent. lower than in November 1947, but this does not represent the change! 
general public spending since footwear, now free of coupons, is better 
represented on the panel than other apparel.

The Commission are responsible for the appointment of their own 
staff, but they will require some time in which to set up their organiza 
tion before they are ready to carry out any investigations. 
President of the Board of Trade has stated in the House of Commons 
that he hopes that the Commission may be in a position to recei 
references by the beginning of March. 
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How Amalgamated B.O.T. 


N article in the Board of Trade Fournal on January 1 described 
certain changes which are being made in the Board of Trade 
following the amalgamation of the former Commercial Relations 
id Treaties and the Export Promotion Departments into what is 
jw known as the Commercial Relations and Exports Department. 


Manufacturers and others who want advice or assistance on 
questions of export trade may find it helpful to have the following 
formation about the Department of Government or branch to which 
their enquiries should be directed and to which they should normally 
ok for guidance. 

The Department will in future be organized in three parts dealing 
respectively with (i) countries or groups of countries (where the 
abordinate divisions are known as “‘ country branches ’’) ; (ii) general 
matters; (iii) industries. More details of this arrangement will be 
fund at the end of this article. 


Where general questions of export policy are concerned (of the 
kind that would usually interest the national trade associations) letters 
should normally be sent to the Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department of the Board of Trade. It is that Department (and 
normally its appropriate country branch) to which national associa- 
ions may look for help and advice. 


Where particular questions are concerned (of the kind that would 
yually interest individual trade associations) the answer will depend 
primarily upon the type of problem on which advice is sought or 
given. 

(a) For market prospects and information, marketing methods, 
wencies, advertising, etc., and other matters dependent on con- 
ditions in overseas countries, the Department primarily concerned 
vill be the Commercial Relations and Exports Department. Where 
the matter relates to market prospects and information, marketing 
methods, advertising, etc., in a particular country or group of 
countries the enquiry should be directed to the appropriate ‘‘ country 
branch’? of that Department. Matters of this kind which do not 
rate to individual countries or groups of countries (e.g. the general 
«ling prospects throughout the world for a particular commodity) 
vill be handled by the Industries Branch of the Commercial Relations 
nd Exports Department and should be referred to it. The Industries 
Branch will also deal with questions about agencies, whether in 
ration to a particular country or groups of countries. 


(b) Questions affecting production and controls and export 
tugets for particular industries (as opposed to the target for a par- 
ticular country) should be referred to the appropriate Production 
Department, whether it is in the Board of Trade or another Ministry. 


(c) There remain a number of questions (e.g. what volume of 
aports should be aimed at for particular destinations). These 
questions may arise out of a bilateral negotiation in which His 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom have been involved 
rinsome other context. The appropriate Production Department 
ad the appropriate country branch of the Commercial Relations 
id Exports Department will necessarily both be involved and the 
pimary responsibility as between the two Departments will be 
found to depend on the question whether the particular product 
uder consideration (or material for making it) is controlled, or is 
saree or not. In the former case, the primary question may be 
to determine how much can and should be made available, and 





xcordingly it will be for the Production Department to handle the 
matter; in the latter case the question turns on how much the 
overseas country can absorb, and is therefore primarily the respon- 
ibility of the appropriate ‘“‘ country branch”’ of the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department. If the matter is closely associated 
With the type of problem dealt with in paragraph (b) above, it may 
found convenient for communications to be addressed to the

appropriate Production Department. But both Departments will, 
in any case, be concerned and manufacturers or others seeking 
advice may, of course, be sure that whichever Department they 
address will consult the other. 

Broadly speaking, the same principles will apply to enquiries 
received from or addressed to individual firms or manufacturers. 
In any questions about bilateral negotiations individual enquirers 
will probably find it most convenient to take the matter up in the 
first place with their trade association.

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New Factory Achievements in 


West Cumberland 


OPEN ING the new factory of Marchon Products, Ltd., at Kells, 

Whitehaven, West Cumberland, on January 8, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir Stafford Cripps, recalled the conditions in West 
Cumberland when he first came into contact with the area in the time 
between the two wars. 

The numbers employed in the main industries of mining coal and 
iron-ore and the production of pig-iron, he said, fell from 15,550 in 
1924 to 8,750 in 1937. This tragic fall in employment resulted in a 
fall in the population of West Cumberland by 10,000 persons who 
were compelled to seek employment elsewhere or swell the ranks of 
the unemployed in other districts where there was at least a better 
hope of employment. Over the period 1934-38 unemployment 
averaged 33 per cent. of the employable population, reaching its 
peak in 1935 when out of a total insured population of 35,000, 12,000 
were unemployed. Only 500 of these 12,000 were women, as the 
women had had little or no chance of employment at all and so were 
not registered. 

In some parts of the area the figures were much worse. The 
average over the four years for Maryport was 50 per cent. unemployed 
and for Cleator Moor 45 per cent. Even in 1938 when trade improved 
generally and the rearmament programme was beginning to have 
its effect there were still 8,000 unemployed in the district. Even 
before the last war a beginning had been made to try and remedy 
this situation. ‘The Cumberland Development Council and the 
West Cumberland Industrial Development Company had succeeded 
in attracting a few new industries to the district absorbing something 
like 1,000 of the unemployed. 


A Changed Picture 


The war of course altered the whole picture, for West Cumberland 
became a most desirable location for industries, owing to its com- 
parative safety, and the heavy industries upon which it was so largely 
dependent were called upon for a great increase in production. This 
led not only to the disappearance of unemployment but to the increase 
in the labour force from 37,000 in 1938 to 43,000 at the peak of the 
war effort. The factories started before the war by the Development 
Company were completed and by 1942 sixteen factories employing 
2,000 people were in operation. In addition there were a large 
number of Government factories of various kinds which gave em- 
ployment to some 10-15,000 workers. 

One particular aspect in this increase of employment was worthy 
of notice. For the first time adequate opportunity of employment 
was given to the women of West Cumberland, and they fully justified 
that opportunity by showing their remarkable adaptability and skill 
to carry out jobs of all sorts and kinds. 

In 1939 there were about 5,000 women in insured occupations, and 
this number increased by the end of the war to 11,000 or over one 
quarter of the total employed population. The problem at the end 
of the war was to provide alternative occupations for a great many 
of these people so that they could continue to be usefully and profitably 
employed within West Cumberland itself. ‘That required a very 
great effort on the part of the West Cumberland Development 
Company and the Government. 

A certain amount of production was continued in Government 
factories which made a useful contribution to employment but much 
more was required than that. Since the war approval has been given 
for the construction of 38 new factories and extensions of over 5,000 
square feet, all but nine of which had been financed by the Govern- 
ment. Of these 22 had been completed and 12 more were in the course 
of erection. 


An Immeasurable Improvement 


By the end of September (the latest date for which figures were 
available) 906 men and 1,092 women were employed in these factories. 
In addition some ten firms had gone into existing premises where 
they employed 500 people, and it was proposed to erect a Remploy 
Factory for heavily disabled workers at Cleator Moor. 

There were, of course, in a development of this sort bound to be 
some disappointments. All new enterprises could not be equally 
successful and projects which had been put forward would for one 
reason or another fail to fructify ; but if the position now was com- 
pared with what it was before the war the immeasurable improvement 
that had been brought about would be seen. 

In November last the unemployed were 1,348 men ; 335 women ; 


a total of 1,683 or 3-9 per cent. of the insured population about 01 
eighth of what it was before the war. At the same time there = 
604 vacancies waiting to be filled. The whole of this unemployei 
population should theoretically be taken up—and more than take 
up—by the new factories already built or to be built. The arabes 
required according to the employers’ estimates would be 2,500 a 
and 1,200 women, so that there would then be a deficiency of laboy 
in the district. F 

In other words provision had now been made or was under wa 
to employ every man, woman and young person available in West 
Cumberland. 

That was a good and satisfactory record of achievement and there 
was one name that he would particularly associate with the 
effort that had been put into this industrial development of Wey 
Cumberland. That was Jack Adams, and he knew how delighted 
the people of West Cumberland would be with the honour which 
His Majesty had so fittingly conferred upon him as a recognition of 
the remarkable and continued service that he had given to his 
country. 

Continuing, the Chancellor said Marchon Products Limited, named 
after its joint originators Mr. Fred Marzillier and Mr. Frank Schon 
first came to Cumberland in 1940, driven there from London by 
Hitler’s bombs. _ First they occupied some tumbledown building 
in Whitehaven and then in 1944 they secured the site of the former 
coal by-products plant at Kells. Since then they had carried through 
a great programme of development. At present Marchon Products 
employed about 500 people and when their expansion programme 
was complete the employment capacity would be 1,000. They 
brought with them new methods and processes. The detergent, 
emulsifying and wetting agents which they produced were of great 
value to many industries such as textiles and leather and also 
for domestic purposes, but in addition to that, and what was perhaps 
even more important to-day, some 40 per cent. of their production 
goes for export. 


Regional Boards for Industry 


PPOINTMENTS of chairmen of the Regional Boards for Industry 
are announced by the Treasury. The Boards were set up during 
the war under chairmen who were full-time members of the Ministry 
of Production. After the war it was decided that these bodies, which 
had proved to be invaluable in the field of co-operation between 
employers and workers, should be continued as advisory bodies with 
independent part-time chairmen appointed by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. These appointments were for a period of three years, 
which has now expired, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
accordingly made the following re-appointments and filled vacancies 
which have arisen through retirements on account of ill-health or 
pressure of other work.

Raw Cotton Commission 


Appointment 
T= President of the Board of Trade has appointed Sir John Wise, 


to be an independent member of the Raw Cotton Commission. 

Sir John Wise and Mr. J. T. Porritt, the other independent member, 
ill act as vice-chairmen of the Commission, and under Section 5 (6) 
of the Cotton (Centralized Buying) Act, 1947, the President has 
directed Sir John Wise to act as Deputy Chairman in any absence of 
the Chairman. 

Sir John Wise was Secretary to the Government of Burma, 1932- 
1939; Counsellor to the Government of Burma, 1939-1946 ; and 
Adviser to the Secretary of State for Burma, 1946-1947. He was 
head of the United Kingdom Delegation which negotiated a Trade 
snd Payments Agreement with Brazil in 1948, 

Under the Cotton (Centralized Buying) Act, the Board of Trade is 
empowered to appoint three independent members ; up to the present 
onlytwo of these have been appointed—the Chairman, Mr. H.O.R. Hind- 
ey, and Mr. J. T. Porritt. Of “up to ten” part-time members repre- 
gntative of various sections of the cotton industry and of labour, 
eight members have up to the present been appointed.

Imported Carpets Prices 


HE Board of ‘Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee, have made an Order (a) which replaces the Carpets

Cotton Yarn Production 


OTTON and cotton waste yarn production in 1948 fell short of the 
Government target by only 1:1 per cent., the year’s figures (an- 
nounced by the Cotton Board) being 890°35 million lbs. compared 
with the Government target of 900 million Ibs. 

Production of cotton and cotton waste yarns for the week ending 
December 25 fell to 16°69 million Ibs., from 18°53 million lbs., the 
post-war record set up in the previous week. The Government 
target rate of 20 million Ibs. weekly by end-1948 has not been achieved. 


Increased Manufacturers’ Prices for 
Galvanized Hollow-ware 


MANUFACTURERS’ prices for galvanized hollow-ware are to be 
mcreased from January 17 under a new Board of Trade Order, as a 
consequence of the increase in the price of zinc at the beginning of 
December last. 

The prices will be increased from the present level of 13} per cent. 
above the lowest price charged in the basic period (as defined in 
Article 10 (1)) to 19 per cent. above that figure.

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Utility Knitted Goods 


AN Order* has been made which brings into force on Jan uary 17 

Schedule K .of the Utility knitted goods Order. This replaces 
Schedule J and its supplements except in relation to Utility knitted 
goods for which a maximum price is specified therein, but which are 
not included in Schedule K. 

The new Schedule omits a number of specifications included in 
Schedule J and introduces a number of new ones, including specifica- 
tions of infants’ and children’s outerwear. A number of the specifica- 
tions in Schedule J which allowed alternative yarn contents in the 
garments they described have each been split into two or more 
specifications which replace them in the new Schedule. 

The prices of 148 specifications in the new Schedule remain un- 
changed, and for a small number of the others adjustments have been 
made in the prices for the different sizes. Of the remainder about 
two-thirds have been reduced in price and about one-third have been 
increased. 

The Order also brings into force a revised First Schedule of Utility 
knitted fabrics and goods into which they may be made.

Textile Machinery Accessories 


EPRESENTATIVES of the textile industry met in Manchester 

to discuss standardization of textile machinery accessories and 
components. Agreement was reached on taking immediate action to 
meet the need which exists in this country. 

The discussion took account of work being done abroad in this field, 
and among the. subjects put forward for immediate attention were 
pirns (for spinning and rewinding), ring doubling-frame bobbins, 
spindle sizes, shuttles and shuttle boxes, loom change wheels, reed 
sizes and angle of off-set and loom widths. 

Committees representing the interests concerned were set up 
through the facilities of the British Standards Institution to initiate 
and promote the work, and are already functioning with regard to the 
first three items. Committees for the other items are in course of 
being formed. 

Although the implementation of standards produced will be a long 
term policy, it was agreed that they should be adopted as soon as 
possible, since the resulting increased efficiency in mill operation 
would be reflected by increased production and lower overhead 
charges. 


Women’s Utility

THE second post-war issue of the Annual Abstract of Statistics for 

the United Kingdom has been published by H.M. Stationery Office. 
_ The present issue covers the period from 1937/1947, and therefore 
includes the last years of the inter-war period, the war itself, and the 
post-war period. It contains several series which were not in last 
year’s issue and some of the figures have been recast to enable com- 
parisons to be made over the whole period. 

The Annual Abstract is a companion volume to the monthly Digest 
of Statistics. Besides including many of the series given in the 
Monthly Digest it also contains data on subjects for which information 
is collected only once a year. It allows many of the social changes 
which have occurred since 1937 to be set in broad perspective. Its

Slight Fall in Apparel and Drapery Sales 


Sales by independent retail drapers fell by 6 per cent. compared 
with October, but were 7 per cent. higher than in November 1947. 
Sales in men’s wear shops were little changed compared with the 
previous month or a year earlier, in spite of the substantial rises in 
prices during the last twelve months. The figures for the larger shops, 
published elsewhere in this issue, show higher values compared with 
October, the rise in drapery departments being 4 per cent. and in 
men’s wear 8 per cent., while compared with a year earlier the 
increases were much greater than in the independent shops. Sales by 
independent boot and shoe retailers were 7 per cent. lower than in 
October, while sales by footwear departments of the large retailers 
showed no change. Compared with November 1947, both the 
independent retailers’ sales of footwear and those of the large shops 
were up by a sixth.

The number of coupons taken by independent drapers in the same 
ten months were slightly less (3 per cent.), while those taken by men’s 
wear shops were rather more (4 per cent.) than in 1947. Compared 
with the previous month, coupon takings in November were again 
lower, those taken by drapers being 74 per cent., and by men’s 
wear shops about 3 per cent. less. 


Hardware Sales 


Total sales by independent hardware, electrical and_ radio shops 
showed little change in November compared with October, but 
there was a 5 per cent. fall in the value of business done by radio and 
electrical shops. Compared with November 1947, total sales 
were 12 per cent. down, those by radio and electrical shops falling 
by nearly one fifth (18 per cent.). This compares with a total fall of 
nearly 11 per cent. in sales by the corresponding departments of the 
large-scale retailers. In the 10 months February to November, total 
sales by the independent retailers were very little higher compared 
with the same period in 1947, while the large-scale retailers also 
showed a very slight increase. 


Furniture Sales Lower 


The value of sales by independent furniture dealers also fell in 
November. They were 5 per cent. less than in October, and 8 per 
cent. less than a year earlier. ‘The large-scale dealers’ sales were 
nearly equal to those a year ago. Sales for the period February to 
November were, however, 11 per cent. higher for the independent 
retailers compared with the same period in 1947 and 10 per cent. 
higher for large-scale dealers. 


Books and Toys, Sports Goods and Leather Goods 


Sales of Christmas goods raised sales in November compared with 
October for these trades ; in the case of toys, etc., the rise was as 
much as 16 per cent. and for booksellers it was 13 per cent. Neither 
trade reached the value shown for November 1947 ;_ booksellers’, 
etc. sales being 3 per cent. and toy, etc. dealers, 14 per cent. less. 
Large-scale booksellers, stationers, etc. showed a very slight fall in 
sales. For the period February to November 1948, booksellers’ sales 
were higher by nearly one-tenth and those by retailers of toys, 
etc. by nearly one-twentieth compared with the same period in 
1947 ; sales by the large shops of books and stationery rose by only 
2 per cent. over the same period. 


Other Trades 


Other groups of independent retailers showing small rises in 
November sales were chemists’ (with sales up 5 per cent.) and 
motor, etc. dealers (up 1 per cent.). Compared with November 
1947 there was a 2 per cent. fall in sales by independent chemists, a 
decline similar to the 4 per cent. for the departments of the large- 
scale shops. For the 10 months to November compared with a year 
earlier, sales by independent chemists rose very little, while those of 
large-scale chemists rose by as much as 7 per cent. Sales by jewellers, 
etc. fell by 3 per cent. in November as compared with October, 
and by as much as one third compared with a year earlier. The fall 
for the 10-months period was also 3 per cent. No comparable figures 
are available for the large shops.

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Open Export Scheme for Cotton Piece-goods 


HE following are extracts from a circular which the Cotton Board 

has sent to merchant converters about the Open Export Scheme fur 
cotton, or cotton and rayon mixture piece-goods, Period I (January- 
April) 1949:— 

Further relaxation in control on the export of cotton piece-goods 
(including cotton and rayon mixture fabrics) has been introduced into 
the Open Export Scheme. The main new decisions are :— 


The open export period will in future run for four months instead of 
three, so that the first period of 1949 will be from January 1 to April 30. 

Cotton piece-goods and cotton and rayon mixture fabrics will no 
longer be subject to export licensing control. As an alternative, the 
Board of Trade has asked the Cotton Board to obtain from all firms 
taking part in the Open Export Scheme a quarterly return of export 
orders and shipments of wholly cotton piece-goods. (These decisions 
have already been announced.) Converters have had in the past to 
submit to the Cotton Board a market distribution return—i.e., the 
yardage they intended to sell to the different markets. This return will 
no longer be required. 

Unsold cotton piece-goods and mixture fabrics put into production 
for the original Group ‘‘ A ”’ markets up to the end of June last year can 
now be sold to any countries in the present Group “A/B.”’ This relaxation 
will not apply, however, to the yardage specifically reserved for Canada 
in previous Open Export Schemes, nor can it be used to step up supplies 
to Group “‘ C ”’ countries. 

The “‘ A/B’”’ Group of markets has been widened by the Board of 
Trade to include Burma, Iraq, Germany and the U.S.S.R. The 
revised grouping will consequently be as follows :—

To markets other than those mentioned in Group ‘‘ A/B’’—that is, 
the ‘‘ C ’’ markets—exporters will be expected by the Board of Trade 
to keep their exports within the figures approved in the last period of 
1948, adjusted to a four-monthly period. 


Group “D” 


Under Group ‘‘D” comes cloth for making up into articles, for 
export, other than handkerchiefs and household textiles. As house- 
hold textiles will remain on the licensing lists, a temporary Group “‘ E”’ 
has been arranged to classify these and similar cotton goods for which 
export licences are still required. ‘These goods are blankets, shawls 
and travelling rugs ; handkerchiefs ; napkins of all kinds ; pillows, 
bolster and mattress cases ; quilts, counterpanes, coverlets and other 
bedspreads ; sheets ; tablecloths ; teacloths and glass cloths ; towels; 
and shaped material for making into the foregoing. 


Revised Iron and Steel Prices 


FOLLOWING on the recent increases in the price of spelter, 

nickel and chrome, the Minister of Supply has made the Control 
of Iron and Steel (No. 68) Order, 1949, which amends the maximum 
prices of certain iron and steel products. The principal alterations 
are for galvanized sheets, galvanized hot finished tubes, galvanized 
wire nails, stainless steel and nickel-bearing alloy steels. 

Copies of the Order (S.I. 1949 No. 12), which came into force on 
January 11, may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, or through any bookseller.

Correspondence with Germany 


HE United States, United Kingdom and French Military Govern- 

ments in Germany have announced a policy which further broadens 
the field within which communications may be exchanged between 
persons in Germany and other countries (see Board of Trade Journal 
of June 14, 1947). 

Under this policy correspondence regarding German external 

assets may be exchanged by persons subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States/United Kingdom/French Control Area, and 
Persons outside Germany provided, however, that the communica- 
tions are merely of an informational or fact-finding nature. 
The newly announced policy takes cognizance of the increasing 
revival of the economic life of Germany and will facilitate the clarifica- 
tion of the status of pre-capitulation foreign accounts and affairs 
of many persons and enterprises within Germany. It will likewise 
end the necessity of securing individual permission from Military 
Government by Germans for the dispatch of each communication 
in this field.

THE Minister of Food announces that he is issuing a General Licence 
giving authority until February 1, 1949, for imported grapes grown 
under glass to be sold free from the provisions of the Imported 
Deciduous Fruit Order, 1947, as amended. 

The effect of this licence will be to allow all imported hothouse 
grapes to continue to be sold free from price control until the end 
of January. 

The maximum retail price of imported grapes grown out of doors 
which came into force on Wednesday, January 12, 1949, is 2s. 6d. 
per Ib. 


Air Mail in Crashed Aircraft 


THE Postmaster-General announces that air mail correspondence 
for the Argentine Republic, Uruguay and the Falkland Islands 
posted in the United Kingdom between December 31 and January 2 
and for Chile posted on January 1 and 2 was on board the British 
South American Airways aircraft ‘‘ Star Venture ’’ which crashed at 
Caravellas, Brazil, on January 5. The mails were totally destroyed. 


Lead Sheet and Pipe 


FOLLOWING upon an increase in the cost of lead, the Minister 
of Works has authorized an increase of £11 15s. per ton in the 
maximum selling prices of lead sheet and pipe. This increase applies 
to all sales made on and after January 1, 1949. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Wrought Aluminium and Aluminium Alloys 


A British Standard for wrought aluminium and aluminium alloys, 
sheet and strip (B.S. 1470, 1948, price 3s. 6d., post free), has been 
issued by the British Standards Institution. This is the first of a 
comprehensive series of British Standards for aluminium alloys for 
general engineering purposes. 

Certain of these materials are already covered by British Standards, 
but work has been in progress for a considerable time on schedules 
which would incorporate a comprehensive range of materials in 
various forms, adequate for the large majority of general engineering 
applications. The selection of grades of aluminium and the alloys 


to be included in the schedule has been the result of close collabora. 
tion between manufacturers, users, scientific organizations and others 
interested in the manufacture and utilization of light alloys, through 
the established machinery of the B.S.I. 

Work is well advanced on similar schedules for aluminium ang 
aluminium alloys in the following wrought forms, and for aluminium 
and aluminium alloy ingots and castings :— 

Tubes Welding wire 
Wire for rivets Forgings 
Wire for general purposes 

A draft British Standard for aluminium and aluminium alloy bars 
rods and sections has been circulated, and this will form the basis of 
a further British Standard in the series. Work is also in hand on q 
British Standard for aluminium and aluminium alloy plates, 


Plywood for Building and General Purposes 


A new British Standard for British-made plywood for building 
and general purposes (B.S. 1455, 1948, price 3s. 6d., post free), has 
been prepared by the B.S.I. with the intention of defining the grades 
and qualities of plywood suitable for building and general purposes 
regardless of the species of timber which may be used. It does not, 
however, include plywood graded for stress requirements nor plywood 
faced with decorative veneers. 

It is emphasized that this British Standard applies only to plywood 
manufactured in this country. 

In addition to general requirements regarding the manufacture 
of the plywood the grading is based on a dual classification, firstly in 
relation to the performance of the adhesives used and secondly 
according to the appearance on one or both sides of the finished 
boards. An appendix describes the method of testing the plywood 
for adhesion between the veneers, a test which is carried out by 
endeavouring to separate the veneers by the forcible application of 
a tool and comparing the force required to effect separation and the 
nature of the resulting damage. The specification provides a means of 
assessing the suitability of plywood for various purposes. 


Reels for Winding Wire 


Reels for covered, solid, round, electrical winding-wire (B.S. 1489, 
1948, price 2s. Od., post free) have been made the subject of a new 
British Standard issued by the B.S.I. with the object of ensuring 
interchangeability and reducing the wide range of sizes of reels. 

In preparing this standard, careful consideration has been given 
to design proportions, and one of the main features is that a ratio 
of 2/1 between the flange and barrel diameters has not been exceeded. 
The purpose for this is to lessen tension variations and to facilitate 
unwinding by the user. 

Several requirements in the standard may necessitate alterations 
to the machinery of wire and coil manufacturers, and it is anticipated 
that the necessary adjustments will be made within a reasonable 
period.

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IKE many another Latin American country Chile gained con- 

iderably as a result of the war. Her exports increased by nearly 

50 per cent. in value and her imports by nearly 65 per cent. Her 
average favourable balance of trade was, during the war years, nearly 
double that of the pre-war average. 'The mining industries worked at 
full capacity. ‘There was practically no unemployment, and wage 
earners received increases of pay through the provisions of social laws. 
Local manufacturing industries, in the absence of much foreign 
competition, enjoyed a high level of prosperity. The three most 
important changes in Chile’s economy, which were brought about by 
the war, were :— 

increased industrialization ; 

the predominant position obtained by the United States both as a 

supplier of her needs and as a market for her products ; 
the growth of her trade with other Latin American countries. 
Chile ended the war with a certain amount of foreign exchange. 

She had a good holding of United States dollars and an appreciable, if 
much smaller, holding of sterling. Now, three years after the end of 
the war, all these holdings have gone and there is a shortage of all 
kinds of foreign exchange, including sterling. This depletion of her 
financial resources in a comparatively short time was largely due, at 
least in the early stages, to a too liberal grant of import licences without 
a parallel and necessary control over the amount of foreign exchange 
available. Even now a Chilean import licence is not a specific and 
definite guarantee that the necessary exchange will be allocated. By 
the middle of 1947 practically all her reserves of foreign exchange had 
been exhausted. By the end of that year the Customs Houses were 
full of goods which could not be withdrawn because there was no 
foreign exchange to pay for them. Of British goods alone it was 
estimated that at least £1 million worth were immobilized in Chilean 
ports. 


Exchange Budget 


Early in 1947 an attempt was made to effect a better control over 
exchange and to rectify if possible the unhappy situation in which the 
country found itself. For this purpose an exchange budget was 
planned in an attempt to estimate the amount of foreign exchange on 
which the country might count throughout the year and to allocate it 
in such a way as to cover the country’s more important requirements 
from abroad. A similar budget was adopted in 1948 with more 
success and for 1949 another exchange budget has been passed and is 
now in operation. 

The body which operates this exchange budget is the National 
Council for Foreign Trade (Consejo Nacional de Comercio Exterior). 
Itis the Exchange Control authority. All transactions done in foreign 
exchange must receive its prior approval which it grants by issuing the 
appropriate export or import licence. Though it is responsible for the 
general control of exchange, it does not in fact dealin exchange. After 
it has given its approval to a transaction the exchange is handled 
through the commercial banks. While recently the tighter control of 
the grant of import licences has in practice meant that the necessary 
exchange will be available, there is as yet no system for co-ordinating 
the two transactions in one operation. 

It may be useful to give some idea of how the exchange budget is 
drafted. The main purpose of this budget is to estimate the country’s 
income of foreign exchange and to allocate it to the best advantage. 
For this purpose both sides of the balance sheet are divided into two 
Stoups which can broadly be defined as follows :— 


Group 1. This group represents the income from the large 
mining concerns, such as the large copper mines, iron ore mines 
and the nitrate and iodine producers, and the expenditure on 
articles indispensable to the country’s economy such as certain 
raw materials, foodstuffs, oil, jute and jute bags. 


Group 2. This group represents the income from the smaller

mining concerns, from agriculture and industrial exports and the 
expenditure on articles of importance to the country’s well-being. 
There is also attached to the budget a list of articles for which no 
exchange is available and the importation of which is prohibited. It is 
necessary to look carefully at these three lists to make quite sure in 
which list a particular commodity may be included. 


Import Licensing System 


The mechanism of the import licensing system is, briefly, as 
follows:— 

The Chilean importer makes an application for an import licence 
(“‘ solicitud ’’). When he has been informed by the National Council 
for Foreign Trade that this application has been approved, the 
importer then goes to his bank to obtain a “‘ certificado de seguridad de 
cobertura de importacion’’ (which can perhaps best be translated 
as a “certificate guaranteeing payment’’). This certificate is an 
indication by the appropriate bank that the importer has or is likely 
to have sufficient peso funds to buy the necessary foreign exchange 
when he is required to doso. It is a “‘ credit’’ certificate, rather than 
an ‘‘ exchange ”’ certificate. Finally, when the licence is approved it 
is accompanied by a document, ‘‘ confirmacion de permiso para 
importar ”’ (certified import licence), which the importer sends to the 
exporter who in turn passes it, with the shipping documents, to the 
Chilean Consul as an essential requirement to obtaining a visa. 

This whole system, complicated as it may seem, and still carrying 
no specific assurance that the grant of an import licence will auto- 
matically mean the grant of the necessary exchange, is an effort to 
conserve and control the foreign exchange resources of Chile which, 
especially during 1948, has worked reasonably satisfactorily. Although 
it is the responsibility of the importer to look after these formalities, 
the United Kingdom exporter will be well advised to see that they 
have been completed, as otherwise the goods sent out will lie in the 
Customs and may even have to be shipped home again. 

Chile has a differential exchange system and several rates are quoted. 
The United Kingdom exporter is really only concerned with two of 
them. For goods in Group 1 of the exchange budget the rate during 
1948 was Ch. $125°33 to £1. For goods in Group 2 the exchange has 
been Ch. $173°70 to £1. This latter rate was fixed in February 1948 
as a result of a request by the Chilean authorities to the International 
Monetary Fund. It was fixed on the understanding that by the end 
of 1948 or as soon after that as possible Chile would endeavour to 
stabilize her depreciated rate of exchange at a level which would be 
likely to remain constant and which would eliminate too many 
differential rates. 

These recent difficulties, caused by the shortage of foreign exchange, 
have somewhat reduced the possibilities of Chile as a market for 
British goods. Most noticeable, of course, is the ban on the import 
of certain consumer goods. The prohibited list contains many 
articles which have been traditionally good British exports to this 
country. Among these may be mentioned cutlery, pottery, hardware, 
glassware, laces, knitted goods, bicycles and whisky. ‘The list is a 
long one and it is, according to present indications, likely to be a 
permanent feature of future exchange budgets for so long as those 
budgets are considered necessary. While some United Kingdom 
exporters may thus find that for the present the Chilean market is 
closed to them, it is worth while to continue existing connections and 
to keep in touch with agents and representatives against the day when 
the present better administration and control of foreign exchange may 
lead to a relaxation of restrictions. 


Good Agents Required 

In so far as there is sterling available Chile will buy many of the lines 
which she has always bought from the United Kingdom. Some of 
these, as explained above, may be for the present prohibited ; some 
may now be manufactured locally. There should, however, be little 
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Chilean Exchange Control—(Continued) 


or no difficulty in selling such items as machinery, cotton yarns and 
thread, woollen cloth, certain chemicals, dyes, pharmaceuticals, iron 
and steel products such as pipes and tubes, machine tools, agricultural 
machinery and equipment, and diesel and electric motors. Admit- 
tedly there is competition from American suppliers and American 
ways of doing business. For that reason every care should be taken 
in choosing an active and reliable agent, well acquainted with the local 
market for each type of product. Service after sales is becoming 
increasingly important. 

The Anglo-Chilean Payments Agreement signed in June 1948 
provides that trade between Chile and the Scheduled Territories shall 
be settled in sterling and that Chile should enter the Transferable 
Account area. Since Chile was previously in the American Account 
area, this agreement provides machinery for increasing Anglo-Chilean 
trade. But no payments agreement, however ingenious, actually 
creates foreign exchange, and the position is still that Chile’s sterling 
earnings are insufficient to cover what she might otherwise wish to 
buy from sterling sources. There are also commercial arrears out- 
standing from the period before any serious attempt was made to 
correlate imports with exchange earnings, but progress is being 
made in clearing these arrears. 

Chile is therefore still a somewhat limited market, and in particular 
it is still necessary to see that all formalities and regulations have been 
complied with. For exporters with the type of goods which she is 
prepared to licence, however, the market is good, and for others it is 
one which it is hoped will repay attention. 


Bizonal Fusion Agreement Extended 


BY an exchange of Notes, dated December 31, 1948, the United 

States and the United Kingdom Governments have agreed to extend 
for three months the period of operation of the Bizonal Fusion Agree- 
ment of December 2, 1946, as revised by the agreement of December 
17, 1947, affecting the American and British Zones of Germany. 
Arrangements for the merger of the French Zone with the Bizonal area 
are not yet completed. Accordingly, it was decided to extend the 
current agreement for a short period to allow time for the completion 
of these arrangements. In the meantime, in order to increase the flow 
of trade between the sterling area and the Western Zones of Germany 
there will be discussions in Germany between the authorities con- 
cerned. 


Transfer of Property in Hungary 


A RECENT Decree promulgated by the Government of the 
Hungarian Republic requires the permission of the National Bank 
of Hungary to be obtained to any transfer of property situated in 
Hungary when either of the parties to the transfer resides outside 
Hungary. ‘‘Property’’ is defined for the purpose of the Decree 
as including real estate ; works, plant and business equipment ; 
patent and design registrations in Hungary ; any interest in the 
capital of Hungarian commercial undertakings, and claims against 
Hungarian residents.

Consignments to South Africa and 
the Rhodesias 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Johannesburg 
has reported that the following amendment has been made to 
Clause 8 of the South African Railways and Harbours Tariff Book, 
taking effect from September 29, 1948 :— 
“* Goods which can be marked or labelled will not be accepted for 
transport unless they bear : 

(1) The name of the sender in full, the name of the forwarding 
station being indicated in full or by means of the prescribed 
code mark and 

(2) The name and address of the consignee in full, the name 
of the destination station being indicated in full or by 
means of the prescribed code mark. 

Goods consigned to sidings and stopping-places must be fully 
addressed.’’ 


The measure of compulsion now introduced, seeing that the bulk 
of goods consigned by the railways are capable of carrying a mark 
or label, immediately brings up the desirability that where packages 
exported from the United Kingdom to South Africa are capable 
of bearing clear markings or labels these should be affixed when the 
goods are packed for export. If compliance with the new regulation 
is left to clearing agents at the port of entry, there may be considerable 
delay in forwarding to destination. 

There will, of course, be obvious exceptions to this course, such 
as bulk cargoes or shipments which have to be broken up at the port 
of entry for distribution to a number of final destinations. 

At the same time the General Manager of the Rhodesia Railways 
Ltd. has drawn attention to the fact that a large percentage of claims 
for lost goods on the Rhodesian Railways arises because senders 
have not taken sufficient steps to ensure the proper addressing of 
their consignments. It is urged that much loss would be avoided 
if consignments carried the name of the sender as well as the con- 
signee, using capital letters in all addresses. The importance of 
using a good ink or paint which is not defaced by weather or handling 
will be readily appreciated, as also will be the need to take care to 
obliterate all old marks and addresses still showing on the packing- 
cases.

Indian Tariff Board Report 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded a copy of the Gazette of India of December 11, 1948, 
which contains a Resolution giving the Government of India’s decisions 
on the report of the Tariff Board on the question of continuance of 
protection for the magnesium chloride industry. 

Magnesium chloride industry (No.218-T. II (13)/48) : Referred 
to the Tariff Board on April 10, 1948 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
May 15, 1948, page 973). The Board considers that the magnesium 
chloride industry is no longer in need of protection, at present granted 
until March 31, 1949, and has made the following main recom- 
mendations :— 

(i) The existing protective duty should be removed and a revenue duty 
imposed in its place. In the event of unequal competition from 
foreign countries, the industry should be assured that the question of 
protecting the industry would be favourably and expeditiously 
considered. 

(ii) If the recommendation regarding the withdrawal of the protective 
duty is accepted, the entry in the third column against item No. 28(5) 
in the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934, should be altered 
from “‘ Protective ”’ to “‘ Revenue.” 

(ii) There is a great scope for the development of the export trade in 
magnesium chloride. Government should give all possible facilities 
for the development of this export trade. 

The Government of India have accepted the above recommendations 
and necessary legislation will be introduced to replace the existing 
protective duty on magnesium chloride by a revenue duty as from 
April 1, 1949. 


Import Control 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
reported by telegraph that a Press Note issued by the Indian Ministry 
of Commerce on December 31, 1948, states that Open General 
Licence No. XII permitting imports of certain commodities from 
Sweden and Switzerland and valid up to January 31, 1949 (see 
Board of Trade Fournal of August 14, 1948, page 339), will not be 
extended beyond that date. 

All imports from Switzerland, shipped after January 31 will, 
therefore, require import licences. In the case of Sweden, however, 
ithas been decided that this country should now be treated as a 
“soft currency area’’. Imports will accordingly be allowed from 
Sweden in the same way as from other soft currency countries and 
Open General Licence No. XI (see Board of Trade Journal of July 17, 
1948, page 129) is extended to cover shipment of the specified goods 
from Sweden. 


Import Control Relaxation 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of a Public Notice, issued by the Ministry of 
Commerce, Government of India, on November 26, 1948, the effect 
of which is to remove paraffin wax (Serial No. 8 of Part V of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule) from the prohibited list. Licences will now 
be issued liberally for imports from United Kingdom and other 
sterling and soft currency countries (see Board of Trade Journal of 
August 28, 1948, page 428). 


Philippine Islands 


Import Control Act 


TELEGRAPHIC information has been received, through the Foreign 
Office, from H.M. Representative at Manila that the President of 
the Philippine Islands signed an executive order on December 28, 

948, promulgating the Import Control Act which thereby became 
effective on January 1, 1949. Controls will apply to all goods affected 
by the Act shipped after that date. 

According to the telegram, percentage reductions varying from 
20 to 95 per cent. are to be imposed on imports of a wide range of 
commodities based on imports into the Philippines during the 
twelve months period ending June 30, 1948. 

The principal United Kingdom exports affected are whisky, linen 
and woollen textiles, cotton laces and lace cloths and cotton weaving 
yarns,

BLF . to Reflect Industry’s Progress 


UMMARIZING the wide coverage of a 50-page Survey of the 
Spritish Industries Fair which The Times has published this week, 
the writer of an introductory article predicts that this year’s B.I.F., to 
be held from May 2 to 13, will show further important progress in the 
quality, delivery and prices of British manufactured goods. 

The writer observes evidence of the adaptation of design to the 
special needs of overseas markets ; of improved supplies of raw 
materials and reduced scarcity of components ; of increased produc- 
tion ; and of a determined effort to bring down costs and prices, which 
may be expected to produce initial results by reducing the prices of 
goods offered for export at the time of the exhibition. 

The Survey has an attractive cover design making effective use of 
the new B.I.F. symbol and includes an 8-page colour inset giving 
examples of colour and design in some of Britain’s leading industries. 
Twenty-eight articles by authoritative contributors provide a review 
of progress in many industries in the past year and should be specially 
useful as a guide to what overseas visitors may expect to find at this 
year’s B.I.F. 

Asection is devoted to information for visitors, and an article on the 
function of trade fairs may be of particular interest in North America, 
for example, where the tradition.is not generally known.

Exports to Southern Rhodesia 


THE High Commissioner for Southern Rhodesia draws attention 
the fact that it has lately been the practice to require claims 
admission to preference (i.e., ‘‘ Certificates of Origin ’’ subscribed 
on the reverse side of the prescribed form of invoice) of foreign piece 
goods which have been processed in Great Britain and imported into 
Southern Rhodesia, to be substantiated by means of a properly drawn 
analysis of the factory costs proving the percentage of the ‘ Empire 
Content.’ Fi 


With a view to assisting merchants generally the Control 
Customs, Southern Rhodesia, is prepared in the circumstances to 

less rigid the enforcement of the foregoing requirement in that he 
would be disposed to accept a certificate, subscribed to by the manue 
facturer, in the following terms :— 

‘‘T hereby certify that the claim to preference in terms of 
paragraph 6 of the Certificate of Origin appearing on the revens® 
side hereof and subscribed to by me, can, upon the request of thé 
Controller of Customs, Southern Rhodesia, be substantiated by 
means of a properly drawn analysis of the Factory (or Wo' 
costs of the goods enumerated herein proving the exact percentage 
of the Empire Content in relation to such costs.” 


It is, however, pointed out that it will remain the prerogative of the 
Controller of Customs, Southern Rhodesia, at any time to challenge 
the accuracy of any claim to preference notwithstanding that it may 
have been supported by the foregoing certificate. 

If and when such costing analysis may be sought, it is emphasized 
that the country of origin of the material must be shown, and the cost 
of such material is to be inclusive of all charges incidental to delivery 
at the United Kingdom factory or works. ‘That is to say, all charges 
incidental to delivery of the material to the factory or works are patt 
of the cost of the material and consequently assume the foreign origif 
of such material. : 

As from January 1, 1949, cotton piece-goods will be classified under 
the following sub-divisions :— 

Unbleached. Printed. 
Bleached. Woven of yarn of different coloutt 
Dyed in the piece. Other. ,
